Thte b*s been announced by 
Thornwell Multeity of tie United rail- 
roads The oSclals of the United 
railroad have been trying for some 
time to devise a way to get the cars 
over the steep hills of the city by 
means of electricity, and -have at last 
given the idea up and have decided to 
go back to the cable cars on the-worst 
hills. 


On the Powell street hill and some 


of the hills In the Western addition 
the cable will .be nsed to jroll the cars 
over the steep grades. 


Nuntero'is plans have teen sug- 


gested to do away with the. cable car, 
but all of them have .proved impracti- 
cable. It has been proposed to make 
a great cut in the Powell street hill 
and reduce the grade® so that the 
cars could ascend. The cross Hnee 
would in that case run over bridges, 
end viaducts -would be built for the 
pedestrians. This scheme has been 
given up and it has been thought best 
to go back to th« old method. 


It is with the greatest reluctance 


that the officiate of the United rail- 
roads have decided to go back to the 
cable, as they had hoped to have all 
the cere in the -jity operated by means 
of electricity. The lines that will be 
used for cable care are in condition 
and -wilt 
not be rehabilitated,, but 


will *e put in commission with the 
necessary repairs, and the old cable 
cars again will come into service.
